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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the ignition 
device for an explosion operated power tool comprised of a displaceable support with 
an insulator, a pin shaped electrode and a channel located inside the support and an 
annular electrode surrounding the support, such that a spark is formed and extends 
longitudinally down through the channel to the annular electrode to ignite a cartridge is 
distinguished over the art of Heeb and Mitchell, which does not disclose a channel 
arranged inside a support, which allows a generated spark to travel longitudinally 
through a channel.
